The Argus, — Official communication 
has been received h£ Mr. J. Hender- 
son Albion, secretary of the Boston 
Negro Business League No 1, that 
the- National Negro Business League 
will hold its 15th annual session in 
the Hub. The news will be hailed 
with delighr and satisfaction by the 
executive board which holds its first 
meeting of the year on Monday, Jan. 
11, also by the Boston League which 
meets Wednesday, Jan. 27. 

The National Convention was due 
to come to Boston in 1910, but Bos- 
ton was beaten by New York. In 
1912 Boston was again beaten by 
Chicago, and in 1913 by Philadelphia 
This year Boston , put up a deter- 
mined fight and won the decision over 
a very strong opponent in Kansas 
City, Mo. 

Whatever good may be derived by 
Boston's business interests much 
credit should be given to Mr. Rhilip 
J. Altston and Dr. W. Alexander Cox. 
These two men substantially and un- 
flinchingly backed and encouraged by 
their co-workers in the Boston Busi 
ncis League, have pursued (he ex 
ecutive board of the National Negro 
Business League wit.h such mephis- 
toric persistency, since 1910. that Bos- 
ton bad to. have a hearing. In all 
probability the executive board will 
begin to build a foundation for the 
great convention on Monday, Jan. 11, 
at the league's headquarters, 121 Ken- 
dall street.

Her husband's name Is given, 
bat none of his achieve men tt> From 
her dwelling place at Jebui, aa sbe 
■at beneath a palm tree fibs save forth 
her wisdom and Jadgment to the peo- 
ple who brought their dl (acuities be- 
fore her (Ebt. 18:13; Dent. 17:*0U>. 
JudRment of win always precedea any 
manifestation of grace (I Cor. 11:31. 
12). Deborah, tbe Judge, racosxilied 
the grevltr of the situation, for sbe 
was not only a judge, but a prophetess 
by divine appointment (II Pet. 1:31). 
When she called Barak at once recog- 
nized her note Of authority 
Deborah g&ve Barak explicit instruc- 
tion and direction. In thla chapter 
only tbe two tribes most Interested 
are mentioned (E:1T, IS). 

Bold, Sagacious Leader. 

II. Barak's Conquest of Slaara, w. 
10-18. Baraz was a bold, sagacious 
leader and chose one of the World's 
best and moat famous battlefields, Hb- 
draelon. Barak led his men to Mi. 
Tabor, from which could be eeen tbe 
whole region where Slsera'a armies 
were spread oat upon the plain. From 
Chapter 6 It appears that some came 
to tbe battle from the tribes of 
Hanaaaeh and Issachar (5:14, 15) and 
tint others were expected who Called 
to obey the summons (5:15. IT). _ _ 
the slopes of lit. Tabor, Defiorah and 
Barak saw Slaera and his iron chtr- 
lots advancing across the plain. One 
of the descendants of Hobab, 
brother-in-law (Num. 14:31 R. V. m., 
and Judges 1:16) had revealed the 
place of Barak's camp [w. 11). He ber 
should lutTe been In tbe land of Jndah 
and Simeon and not In auob close 
proximity to the enemies of Israel. 
Josephs* says that when Barak saw 
Biskra's army drawn op, ana attempt- 
ing; to surround the mountain of bis 
encampment his heart failed him. and 
be dete-Tnlned to retire to a place of 
greater safety. Deborah, however, 
urged Barak to attempt the battle, 
"for this Is the day In which the Lord 
hath delivered Blsera into thine 
hand." The thing was as sure to be 
done as if It were done already. As 
we read verses II and 12, together 
with 6:17-13, It would look as though 
Blsera seemed to have tbe advantage 
against Barak and hie ten thousand 
men. Sisera did not. however, count 
upon Barak's powerful ally— Ood. "In 
not Jehovah gone out before thamT" 
Deborah had enthusiasm and seal, but 
needed Barak's action. She depended 
upon tbe -ore word of God and was 
devoid of fear (Rom. 8:S1). She knew 
that Victory was certain, for Qod had 
said so (t. 7). Her charge, "Up, 
Barak!" waa a clarion call .nd served 
to nerve the entire army Of Israel. 
Verse 15 tells us who It was that won 
the battle that day (im alao 6:M 11; 
Joab. 10:10; J Chron. 16:15-17). Kren 
tbe stars fought against Slaera, mean- 
ing: that lod turned the elemenU to the 
advantage of Israel's army.

He Is an intangible, faraway being, 
possibly nothing more than the great 
Pan of the ancients, Some forget Ood, 
baring occasional momenta of reoog- 
ultlon, especially when he appeals to 
them by catastrophe, bat the words Of 
the pealmlst are again true: "Ood is 
not in ell their thoughts." This la true 
oftentimes of bodies of men, even 
great nations. 

Borne defy Ood, following the advice 
of the wife of Job— to «u»a Ood and 
die. They fight agalnet Ood, but they 
never think of asking tbe result of the 
tight They never win. Borne parley 
with Ood, having some recognition of 
hie being and of their moral obliga- 
tions to him. but when those obliga- 
tions are pressed as present duties 
they say "Tomorrow:' or "Consider our 
business, our political or domestic sit- 
uation and excuse us." 

The Demand of God.. 

We have In tbe teit a command, not 
a mere suggestion or Intimation: 
"Know that I am God. 1 " The latter 
part of the verse defines what Ood 
means: "I will be exalted among the 
heathen. I will be exalted In the 
earth." The cry of the Mohammedan 
mnexsln is not wrong: "Ood la great" 
In the Old Testament we have the 
word "Elohlm," which means "the 
strong or faithful one," used 2,300 
times. The root In that word, "EL" 
means "the strong or mighty one," 
That was God 'a claim In thoee times 
and otte of the things upon which he 
has. been most sensitive 1* that of his 
unchangeable neat. What he waa to 
Moees or David or -Nebnchaduessar he 
Is to a a Qod makes a demand In the 
text and no man has a right to Chal- 
lenge H: "I am Ood." 

How Obey the Command. 

In our authorised version of the \ 
Scriptures we bave the words: "l>e 
still." Most men make each a clamor ! 
in their bnalnees or In tbe political 
woriuV dr'on the battle flelJ-that they 
cannot bear Ood. Elijah in the deft 
of the mountain side heard Ood more 
distinctly In the still, email voice than 
in the raging lire or stormy wind. 
Men have come close to Qod as they 
have eat by tbe silent aea. or in the 
Stillness of the woods, or In tbe bush 
of the midnight boor. The Hebrew 
word translated "still" might be trans- 
lated "Ceaee ye k " or "Let your hands 
hang down," which means that efforts 
should cease. Many claimin g to rec- 
ognise Qod struggle on, attempting to 
do things that Ood would do, bat 
which be cannot do because men In- 
sist on doing them for themselves. 

While Qod has been compelled to

•ending catajtropbes on men be shows 

this same strength tn simple ways.

AN INFAMOUS MEASURE 

The Immigration Bill non pending in Congress is one of the 
most diabolical measures ever set on foot in the political history of 
America It is a salanic stab in the back against the Negro. 

Time and again we have thought that our enemies had reached 
the climax of ingenuity in concocting schemes of hatred and preju- 
dice to wound our pride and cripple our progress. Then along 
come some inspired Negromaniac, like Senator Reed, who poura 
acid on the open wound or knocks our crutch from under ua. 

We are glad the National Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People has entered a vigorous protest against making this 
bill a law. Frojjp the headquarters, in New York, a request was 
wired to every branch in the country asking each branch to tele- 
graph President Wilson net to attach his signature to the bill. 

We do not believe the President will sign the bill. We do not 
believe he Jare sign it. Such an act would brand him aa the most 
peanut brained, short sighted, treacherous American statesman 
since the days of Andrew Johnson. 

We do not believe Congress wouid pass the bill over his veto. 
The general sentiment in our national body is not so prejudicial to 
our nice. 

But whether this bill — or any other bill aimed at our political 
existence — shall pass or not, we must everlastingly protest. We 
must fight. If we mifst die. at least, let us die with our boots on! 

We commend Prof Usher for his promptness in wiring to 
President Wilson the protest of the St. Louis branch of the N. A. 
A. C. P. It ia a hopeful sign that we have men who are on the 
job in safe-guarding uur interests and our rights. 

If all of us were as zealous as the few, these descendants of 
slave-drivers would think twice before they wouid attack the liberty 
and equality of ten millions of their fellow citizens!

To atop growing cotton la very easy; 
Id fact. It fa always easy to stop work, 
but merely to stop growing cotton la a 
mere negative proposition and will 
not, I (par. leave the South much bet- 
ter off than It la at present If we de- 
stroy, or cripple, a great Industry , we 
should be very sure to have another, 
or a number of others equally good to 
put !n tta place. In tbie connection 
ft should be kept in mind aa a matter 
o f great Importance, that If the labor 
once leaves the farm by reason of 
changing crops It will be very difficult 
to let the labor to return to Uie farm 
In after years. 

The great cry la to grow food crope. 
That la 'well, but one must keep In 
mind that the great masses of Negroes 
who have actually grown the most of 
the cotton In the South for years, and 
who live upon the most valuable land 
In the South, do not hear of the reso- 
lutions that are passed by those va- 
rious bodies. These people have been 
trained to grow nothing bat cotton 
ami do not know how to grow any- 
thing elie. Id fact, In many eases, 
they have not been permitted and are 
not now permitted to grow anything 
else! 

We must also bear In mind that the 
largest land owners seldom visit their 
plantations, some not more than once 
or twice a year, and hence can be of 
little service In teaching these Negro 
tenants bow to change all at once 
from ,s cotton-producing crop to a 
foodrprodncln : crop. — Booker Wash- 
ington, in. the Birmingham Age-Her-

Keys, who came to Okla- 
homa a> * homesteader in 1891, with 
■5G In his pockets, la one of the wealth- 
iest Negroes in Okmulgee, a thriving 
city within 30 miles of Muskogee, rich 
In oil and gss properties. Keys owns 
i solid block of twe-etory brick build- 
ings In the heart of the best business 
section, with 18 cottages and six Store 
buildings, and has the respect of his 
white and black competitors in busi- 
ness. * 

During the depression of 1897. Keys 
and bla wife, like thousands of other 
pioneers In Oklahoma, had to undergo 
many hardships and sustain heavy 
losses. For days and days they had 
scarcely enough to eat They had to 
go Into the woods and gather acorns 
from which they made soap and por- 
ridge. Today his rents amount to 
11,000 a month, from 1100,000 worth of 
buildings, and his receipts from the 
sale of groceries amount to 11.200 a 
day.

USING BREAD CRUMBS 



COOKING ECONOMY WELL WORTH 
HEEDING. 



Odd Pieces Should Always Bs Saved 

and Mads Use or In One Way or 

Another — 3omo Ways of En* 

ploying Them. 

Waste In ttin kitchen amounts al- 
most to a sin Id these days when tbe 
price of food Is high and money la 
scarce tn most housenolds. Yel wast* 
goes on overy day In the average 
kitchen — WBHlo that could rery easily 
be curtailed If ths bousowire used 
economical methods. A good many 
home cooks honestly believe that they" 
are practicing the most rigid eoonomx' 
in their homes, when all the time odd 
pieces of bread, left-overs of meat, 
vegetables and sweets are thrown 
sway, regardless of the fact that they 
could be used again. 

Perhaps more waste takes place 
with bread than with any other one 
nlople In the kitchen. Every bit OF 
bread should be eared and made uee 
of tn one way or another. This rule 
need not conjure up a dreary vista of 
stale crust munching, however. The 
housewife's toast must still be oriap 
and toothsome, her afternoon tjea 
slices as fresh and thin a- ever; but 
It is In the use of unused scraps of 
bread, stale toast, ends of loaves, 
crusts cut from bread and toast, that 
the housekeeper can show her eco- 
nomical skill. All theaa scraps— the 
waifs and strays of the bread Jai 
should be looked over every morning 
and assigned definite duties. 

The day's needs will first be dealt 
with, the crumbs or croutons required 
sorted nut and put to one side. Every 
unwanted scrap should then be out 
Into fairly uniform squares, placed In 
a baking dish and baked carefully in 
a slow oven to a delicate golden 
brown anade. Care should be Uutan 
to carry out these Instructions to the 
letter. The crumbs must be baked 
carefully and In a slow oven If one 
wtshpn to hare them In any condition 
fit for use. Too often baa tbe house-' 
wife thruBl her crumbs into S bet' 
oven, forgotten them for a few min-' 
Dies, thnn pulled thern out only to] 
Bod a black mass of charred re-| 
mains of what once was a dish of 
bresd crumbs. It is a wise Idea to] 
leave the oven door ajar: in this way, 
the Brat sign of burning la detected. 

To ti>st the proper baking of theeel 
left-over pieces of bread, break one' 
of the thlckem pieces: if It snaps 
crisply, the bread is ready to be taken 
from the ovoo With a rolling pin 
and baking board the bread can easily 
be crushed into flue crumbs and may 
be sifted afterward If uniform flne-i 
neftfl Is deslrnd. Some busy cook* put 
the baked crusts through a mincing 
machine with good results. The 
bread should he reduced to crumbs 
the moment It Is baked, for If left ly- 
ing about the moisture in the air will 
be sbsorbed and the crispness is lost- 
Many cooks enjoy the sensation of 
crunching their golden crumba. 
Visions of brown coated cutlets, gold- 
en croquettes and savory Dshballs 
float before their eyos during the Op- 
eration, for the crumbs can be used 
for all these purposes and many more 
besides.
